There Is now no commercial treaty In 


existence between the United States 
and Russia, and therefore an American 
•nip carrying goods from Russia to 
the United States would get the bene- 
fit of the 5 per cent discount, while a 
competing Russian ship would not An 
examination of the commercial treaty 
with Great Britain seems to show that 
goods carried by American vessels 
from British ports other than those In 
Europe in competition with British 
vessels would get the benefit of the 
discount, while the competing vessels 
would not. 


It Is suspected that treaties between 


the United States and other foreign na- 
tions may not contain nondtscrimina- 
tion clauses applicable to the 5 per 
cent discount provision, but so far tbe 
government has not been able to find 
any such omissions other than from 
the treaties with Great Britain anrj 
Mexico 


The nations whose treaties with this 


country do not guarantee against dig 
crimination, and which thus will fat
